We  had  not  heard  from  our  good  friend  Vrah  for  for 
almost  a  year  and  were  pleased  to  receive  the  fol¬ 
lowing  letter  from  him  just  in  time  to  include  in  this 
issue  of  Badger  State  Smoke  Signals. 

Der  Jim: 

Lots  of  new  devices  are  being  developed 
here  in  the  labratory  since  our  last  correspondence. 
One  that  sill  be  of  intrest  to  a  great  number  of  the 
Amateur  farternity  is  our  subject  for  this  month  and 
should  be  on  the  market  by  April  1st. 

As  you  know,  todays  new  transceivers,  with  all  the 
bells,  whistles  and  micro-processors,  leave  little  for 
the  ham  operator  to  do  but  ptfsh  buttons  and  operate,  or 
if  it  fails,  send  it  back  to  the  factory  for  any  re¬ 
pairs,  including  panel  lamp  replacement. 

Since  most  hams  now  have  computers,  we  have  developed 
an  interface  which  can  be  connected  to  the  accessory 
socket  on  most  of  the  present  day  rigs,  which  will,  in 
case  of  trouble,  spell  out  where  the  fault  lies,  for 
instance,  programming  in  the  make  and  model  number  of 
the  gear,  it  will  automatically  identify  all  circuit 
components  and  on  the  screen,  or  print  out,  will  iden¬ 
tify.  things  such  as  "replace  leaky  C52,  or  open  R125," 
with  this  information  most  extra  class  Amateurs  should 
be  able  to  repair  their  own  equipment.  This  of  course 
is  assusong  that  the  unit  being  repaired  is  Japanese, 
we  may  someday  produce  a  program  for  equipment  made 
elsewhere  if  the  volume  warrants’it. 

Our  greatest  problem  has  been  with  l.C.'s,  14  pin  chips 
lead  to  a  possible  196  pinout  varaitions,  which  is 
greater  than  the  problem  that  exsisted  with  vacuum 
tubes  with  it's  12  pin  hodge-podge.  As  soon  as  a 
production  sample  is  available,  one  will  be  sent  to  you 
via  S.P.U.

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The  Commission,  in  confirming  receipt  of  the  request, 
said  that  Sreen  proposes  that  those  who  fail  one  of 
these  tests  be  allowed  60  days  to  demonstrate  the 
needed  ability  or  turn  in  his  license. 

In  his  petition,  Green  cites  the  overwhelming  opposi¬ 
tion  to  a  No  Code  Amateur  license,  plus  the  statements 
of  many  Amateurs  in  their  commentaries  on  the  matter 
that  the  code  is  essential  for  the  US  Amateur  Service. 
The  request  contains  no  “grandfathering*  clause,  and 
the  proposal  is  expected  to  receive  a  proposed  Rule 
Raking  Number  shortly. 

JHE  UoSAT-2  IS  IN  ORBIT.  The  experimental  satellite 
was  successfully  "launched  on  Thursday,  flarch  1st,  as  a 
secondary  payload  from  the  Western  Missile  Test  Range 
at  Vandenburg  Air  Force  Base  in  California.  UoSAT-2, 
fomerly  the  UoSAT-B,  was  carried  into  orbit  by  a  modi¬ 
fied  United  States  Delta  3290  booster.  The  primary 
payload  was  the  Landsat-D  satellite,  and  both  birds 
were  successfully  injected  into  orbit.

New  HF 
RACES  segments  are  3930  to  3980  kHz,  7079  to  7097  kHz, 
14331  to  14350  kHz,  .21228  to  21267  kHz,  and  29237  to 
29273  kHz.  On  UHF,  the  bands  420  to  450,  1240. to  1300 
MHz,  and  2390  to  2450  MHz  are  newly  authorized  for 
RACES  subject  to  the  usual  restrictions  that  apply  to 
those  bands  and  new  restrictions  on '420  to  430  MHz  near 
the  Canadian  Border.

As  the  title  clearly  indicates,  this  book  is  a  guide  to 
Ffi  communications  on  the  220  MHz  band.  The  introduc¬ 
tion  asks  the  question,  "Why  220?*  tHen  provides  an 
answer,  a  bit  of  history,  and  a  comparison  with  other 
vhf  and  uhf  bands.  The  twelve  chapters  that  follow 
provide  basis  information  on  transceivers,  antennas, 
power  supplies,  mobile  installations,  test  equipment, 
and  repeaters.  The  key  word  here  is  basic. 

This  book  will  not  tell  you  how  to  repair  your  mobile 
transceiver;  it  will  give  you  several  hints  on  how  to 
take  your  mobile  installation  dependable  and  noise 
free.  Reading  the  chapters  on  repeaters  won't  enable 
you  to  design  and  build' your  own  repeater.  However, 
they  will  give  you  a  better  understanding  of  what  is 
involved  in  building  a  repeater  and  keeping  it  working. 

The  only  shortcoming  of  this  book  (even  though  it  has  a 
1981  copyright  date)  is  that  some  of  the  equipment 
described  in  chapter  1  is  no  longer  available  from  the 
manufacturers.

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Phugoid  G.  Dutchroll,  of  the  SEARVAKf 
Committee  on  Aviation,  were  on  a  flying  vacation  in  the 
Caribbean  when  the  great  war  of  Grenada  broke  out  and 
were  nearly  lost  in  the  fighting,  says  a  special  report 
from  that  small  island  nation.  The  two  had  left  the 
SEARVAKf  Airport  in  their  single-engine  Luscomhe  three 
days  earlier. 

By  sheer  coincidence,  they  were  approaching  the  Grenada 
International  Airport  when  the  fighting  started.  Dr. 
Dutchroll  had  hoped  to  establish  a  DX-pedition  station 
on  the  island  for  a  couple  of  weeks.  As  the  Luscomhe 
touched  down  on  the  runway,  "all  hell  broke  loose," 
said  a  shaken  Dr.  Dutchroll,  later  The  airplane  was 
hit  by  ground  fire  and  groundlooped  out  of  control  into 
a  Cuban  ammunition  dump.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Dutchroll  were 
forced  by  the  fighting  to  remain  with  the  plane  until 
rescued  two  days  later  by  U.S.  Army  Rangers. 

The  couple  was  flown  back  to  SEARVAKf  Headquarters  on 
an  Air  Force  C-130  cargo  plane  on  Thursday  for  medical 
treatment.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Dutchroll  are  now  confined  to 
the  SEARVAKf  Mobile  Automatic  Surgical  Hospital 
(GEARHASH)  where  they  will  renin  until  they  regain  the 
power  of  normal  speech  and  control  of  their  normal 
daily  bodily  functions.

The  SEARVAKf  Committee  on  Technical  Operations  was 
turned  down  when  it  offered  equipment  for  Dr.  Owen 
Harriott  to  carry  along  on  the  Columbia  STS-9  Spacelab 
mission  November  28.  NASA  and  Garriott  preferred  to 
use  communications  equipment  provided  by  Motorola  Mire¬ 
less  company  rather  than  the  special  SEARVAKf  Communi¬ 
cations  package  developed  for  they  by  Br.  Thornton  Q. 
Backspase  of  the  Technical  Operations  Committee. 

The  vastly  superior  SEARVAKf  package  consisted  of  two 
(2)  Harvey-Nells  TBS-50  Bandmaster  deluxe  transmitters, 
complete  with  ac  power  supplies  and  VFDs,  and  two  (2) 
matching  RME-43  receivers  equipped  with  transmit/re- 
:ceive  switches  and  vhf  converters.  As  most  hams  know, 
the  Harvey-Wells  TBS-50  was  one  of  the  first  truly  all¬ 
band  transmitters,  with  capability  from  160  meters 
through  2  meters  using  a  single  807  final  tube. 

The  Committee  had  hoped  that  NASA  and  Dr.  Garriott 
would  use  the  SEARVAKf  offering  because  it  promised  to 
make  more  contacts  possible,  what  with  the  all-band 
capability  and  all.  Khen  asked  why  the  SEARVAKf  equip¬ 
ment  package  was  turned  down  for  the  flight,  a  NASA 
spokesman  told  the  SEARVAKf  Bulletin,  “Nell,  we  already 
had  deal  going  for  the  VHF  gear,  and  besides,  you  know 
how  hard  it  is  to  separate  a  true  ham  from  the  handie- 
talkie  on  his  belt."  "Then  again,'  the  spokesman  con¬ 
tinued,  “no  way  did  NASA  want  anything  SEARVAKf  even 
remotely  associated  with  the  flight." 

To  clarify  the  controversy,  the  Bulletin  attempted  to 
contact  Dr,  Garriott,  M5LFL,  hiaself — but  reportedly  he 
just  laughed,  "hi  hi,"  and  returned  to  his  spacelab. 
In  justification  of  its  original  offer,  the  Committee 
cited  the  relatively  few  HF  DX  contacts  made  by  N5LFL 
during  the  flight,  and  the  complete  lack  of  "good  old 
ragchew"  SSOs.

I've  been  asked  to  write  a  little  soaething  about  why 
you  should  be  an  ARRL  aeaber.  Apparently  enthusiasm 
for  ARRL  is  dragging  a  bit!  Hell,  that's  not  uncoaaon. 
Hany  Haas  around  the  country  feel  $25  a  year  for  SST  is 
too  such  and  so  they  drop  their  ARRL  seabership. 
Others  reaeaber  that  at  sose  time  in  the  past,  soae 
ARRL  policy  upset  them;  so  they  refuse  to  join.  Still 
others  siaply  ask,  "What  has  ARRL  done  for  ae?" 

Hell  .  .  those  of  you  who  belong  to  the  1st  and  3rd 
groups  should  read  on;  those  who  bear  old  grudges  can 
skip  along  to  the  next  article  because  I'a  sure  I'll 
never  change  your  mind  (and  I'a  not  sure  I'd  care  to). 

Without  going  into  a  history  lesson,  let  ae  say  that 
since  its  founding  early  in  this  century,  ARRL  has  been 
in  the  forefront  of  the  fight  to  expand  and  preserve 
the  Aaateur  Radio  service.  ARRL  has  the  ear  of  those 
groups  in  Hashington  which  decide  what  privileges  you 
are  given.  Reaeaber  .  .your  “right"  to  operate  a  Ha# 
Radio  is  not  a  “right"  .  .  it  is  a  privilege,  given  to 
you  by  your  governsent  and  governsents  of  the  world. 
Just  as  easily  as  they  gave  you  that  privilege,  they 
can  take  it  away  from  you;  that  is  why  the  ARRL  was  so 
heavily  involved  in  preparation  for  the  1979  World 
Administrative  Radio  Conference  (WARC).  They  spent  a 
lot  of  aeaber  aoney  supporting  FCC  and  other  regulatory 
bodies  to  sake  sure  Haa  Radio  didn't  get  the  "shaft"  at 
the  World  Conference!  And  that  effort  paid  off. 
Aaateur  Radio  was  aaorigst  the  acst  prepared  services  at 
the  Conference.  6roups  like  ARRL  froa  all  over  the 
world  prepared  their  government  negotiators.  The  re¬ 
sult?  Instead  of  losing  bands  as  soae  predicted  (like 
good  ole  Never  Say  Die),  we  gained  three  bands  for  our 
ultiaate  use! 

More  recently,  FCC  alaast  gave  it  to  the  two-eeter 
operators  of  the  country  with  their  "no-code"  proposal. 
Where  do  you  suppose  the  aajority  of  those  no-coders 
would  have  settled  down  to  operate?  Twenty  aeters? 
Hardly!  If  you  think  the  repeaters  of  Aserica  are 
crowded  now,  iaagine  what  they  could  have  been  if  no¬ 
code  had  been  iapleaented. 

It  was  the  organized  resistance  of  the  ARRL  which 
played  an  iaportant  role  in  killing  no-code  Once  and 
for  all  (hopefully!).  While  the  equipment  aanufac- 
turers  and  the  various  Haa  Radio  publishers  and  the 
like  were  touting  no-code  as  the  saviour  of  their 
business,  ARRL  daubers  took  a  stand  and  helped  defeat 
it.  ARRL  didn't  do  it  alone;  plenty  of  non-ARRL  aet¬ 
hers  did  their  part,  too,  but  it  is  the  ARRL  to  who  the 
FCC  looks  and  listens  intently. 

Why  do  you  suppose  that  is?  Because  ARRL  is  not  the 
building  in  Newington  .  .it  is  not  the  MAH  station, 
and  it  is  definitely  NOT  QST!  > FCC  understands  that 
ARRL.  is  the  HOjQOO^plus  Aaateurs  in  the  U.S.A..  and 
Canada~whQ~ari~speakrnq7~FCC~knowi  this;"why  don’t  you? 

I  can  go  on  and  on  about  ARRL  and  how  it  serves  you.  I 
haven't  aentioned  the  1 i ai ted  legal  aid  available  if 
you  end  up  in  a  zoning  or  antenna  height  battle.  I 
haven't  aentioned  the  MAH  bulletin  and  code  practice 
transaissions  (free  to  anyone  with  a  receiver). 

The  publishing  part  of  ARRL  is  the  business  end  of  the 
organization.  The  purpose  of  that  business  is  to  serve 
it  aeabers. 
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ARRL  is  an  organization  of  Aaateurs.  ARRL  responds  to 
its  aeabers  and  tries  to  serve  thea,  keeping  in  aind 
that  its  aeabers  area  a  diverse  lot  .  .  froa  contesters 
and  DX'ers  to  OSCAR  satellite  users  and  two-seter 
FH'ers. 

What  has  ARRL  done  for  you  lately?  Plenty!  All  you. 
have  to  do  is  keep  your  lisd,  your  eyes  and  ears  open, 
and  you'll  see  aaple  evidence  that  your  $25  per  year 
dues  are  well  worth  it. 

And  if  you  think  the  battles  are  all  over,  reaeaber 
that  soae  countries  are  now  pushing  to  hold  a  HARC  90, 
and  again.  .  Haa  Radio  frequencies  are  on  their  hit 
list!

(1/2  or  1  watt)  zener  and  insert  a  PNP  transistor 
between  the  diode  and  the  voltage  source.  The  zener  is 
conected  fro®  the  PNP's  base  to  ground.  The  collector 
is  connected  to  ground  and  the  emitter  is  connected  to 
the  place  you  norially  would  hook  your  zener  into  the 
circuit.

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HOW  TO  HANDLE  A 
COMPLAINT 

The  Technical. Coordinator's  role  is  to  encourage  and 
help  bellow  Aaateurs  with  their  technical  activities. 
Soaetiaes  this  work  could  include  dealing  with  irate 
TVl-pl agued  neighbors,  problea-riddled  CATV-systea  op¬ 
erators,  unsatisfied  club  aeebers,  or  even  a  skirsish 
on-the-air.  Handling  coaplaints,  in  a  way,  is  like 
receiving  CM  -  it's  a  skill  that  takes  practice  to 
becoae  proficient,  yet  keep  in  lind  that  even  experts 
get  bogged  down  if  the  going  gets  too  rough. 

Here's  a  few  tips  for  handling  coaplaints: 

1.  Treat  every  coaplaint  as  serious. 

2.  Keep  cala,  acst  coaplaints  aren't  directed  at  you. 

3.  Listen  closely,  get  the  whole  story  and  all  the 

facts  and  carefully  repeat  the  coaplaint  in  your 
own  words  to  show  that  you  are  listening  and  on 
the  track.  '  ■> 

4.  Clearly  define  the  problea,  find  out  if  it  is  the 
real  reason. 

5.  Avoid  taking  sides,  ask  what  solution  is  satis¬ 
factory,  encourage  the  other  person  to  sake  a 
decision. 

6.  Ask  as  few  question  as  possible. 

7.  Give  general,  not  specific,  answers. 

B.  Tell  the  person  it’s  good  the  coaplaint  was  aen- 
tioned. 

As  a  siaple  exaaple,  one  Aaateur  coaplained  about  the 
lack  of  construction  articles  for  1296  MHz  transait- 
ters.  "How  are  we  going  to  use  the  new  1296  HHz  satel-^ 
lite  uplink  when  factory  built  transceivers  are  so  ex¬ 
pensive?"  he  exclaiaed.  His  frustration  is  caused  by 
a  dileasa  between  enthusiast  to  operate  1296  HHz  and 
inability  to  afford  new  equipment.  In  this  case,  after 
going  through  the  coaplaint  handling  steps,  I  wrote  to 
ARRL  Headquarters  for  a  solution.  No  feelings  were 
hurt,  instead  the  coaplainer  developed  a  positive  view¬ 
point  when  given  hope  of  a  workable  solution. 


In  our  huapy  journey  through  life  we  encounter  aany 
exasperating  situations  when  our  only  choices  are  to 
love  thea,  leave  thes,  try'  to  change  thea,  or  cosplain. 
If  you  find  soaeone  coaplaining,  you  can  easily  escape 
criticise  by  doing  nothing,  saying  nothing,  and  being 
nothing.  But  instead,  go  ahead  and  take  a  chance,  lend 
an  ear  and  handle  a  coaplaint.  By  offering  soaeone 
personal  attention,  without  playing  favorites,  you  «ay 
give  a  cotolainer  a  chance  to  iaprove  -  you  could  gain 
a  friend.
